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Petitioners Seek Changes 
In APC Rezoning Plans 


In a meeting of Area Plan 
Commission 
Tuesday 
night, 
several objectors appeared to 
suggest that changes in the 
master plan be made before 
consideration by City Council 
and the County Commissioners 
and acted into law. 
In a statement following the 
meeting, 
chairman 
Charles 
Jones said that after hearing 
the objectors, he realizes that 
many changes are in order, and 
that further study will be made, 
incorporating 
the 
suggestions 
received. 
In the meeting, the commis­ 
sion received a petition from 
city attorney David Mai son, re­ 
turning the plan to the APC. 
Malson pointed out that there 
are areas out of the city which 
have been rezoned to be incorp­ 
orated in the city. Some small 
businesses have also not been in­ 
cluded in the plan, and very 
little 
industrial 
development 
zoning has been incorporated. 
Phil 
Badell, 
attorney, 
also 
made an appearance before the 
commission and stated * This 
plan has maintained the status 
quo. We don’t have planning 
here. Very little has been set 
aside for development. There is 
only what is now 
and con­ 
sideration of the future has not 
been considered.” 
Badell 
also 
took 
exception 
that the west side of highway 
3 north of town h as been zoned 
for commercial use, and it is 
right up against a new school 
under construction. 
“ This is the last gateway to 
Rushville, 
and 
it 
should be 
m a i n t a i n e d for residentual 
development. We don’t want a 
Las Vegas strip when people 
come into town. No neon alley 
is desired in this area.” Badell 
said. 
Paul Barada, representing the 
Chamber of Commerce, then 
appeared before the commission 
and quoted from the plan itself. 
The planner has recommended 
to the commission that some 
1200 acres should be considered 
for industrial and commercial 
use, and the plan has less than 
100 acres. 
“When a new business or 
industry is brought to Rushville 
they, want to look at property 
which is zoned for a business 
development. We don’t have any 
to show them. How 
can 
we 
attract 
new 
industry 
and 
business 
if we don’t have the 
site 
to 
show these people ’ 
Barada said. 
The master plan states that 
businesses, civic leaders, educa­ 
tors, and the chamber of com­ 
merce has been consulted as to 
the needs and growth of the 
community. 
“In checking with the board 
of directors past and present to 
the chamber, I have not been 
able to find one who was ever 
consulted in 
preparing 
this 
comprehensive 
plan’’ Barada 
stated. 
Rick Levi attorney for 
the 
County Commissioners, and City 
Attorney 
Malson 
questioned 
whether 
certification of 
the 
master 
plan 
to 
the 
com­ 
missioners and city council had 
been 
done 
properly. 
They 
agreed that certification would 
not be proper 
with all 
the 
mistakes and incompletions in 
the plan.

The APC then instructed their 
attorney. 
Gene 
Stewart, 
to 
research the 
m atter of cer 
tification and give the com­ 
mission a legal opinion.

24 Die As U.S. 
Air Force Jet 
Falls In Spain 


MADRID (UPI) — A U.S. Air 
Force C141 jet transport plane 
with 25 persons aboard crashed 
and burst into flames Tuesday 
night while attempting to land 
at the huge Torrejon air base 
near Madrid. 
The Air Force said 24 persons 
were 
killed 
instantly 
in 
the 
crash 
and 
there 
was 
one 
survivor, who suffered a broken 
leg, cuts and burns. 
The 
Spanish 
news 
agency 
Cifra said the dead included 
three women. 
The sole survivor was hospi­ 
talized at the air base and 
identified 
in 
Spanish 
news 
reports as 1st Lt. William Ray, 
25. 
The 
Air 
Force 
did 
not 
identify him, but said he had a 
good chance to live. 
The 
giant 
four-engine 
jet, 
with a crew of eight and 17 
passengers, was en route from 
Athens to the United States via 
Madrid. 
Spanish news reports said the 
passengers, 
including 
three 
women, were mostly relatives 
of U.S. 
servicemen stationed 
abroad. The Air Force said it 
could not confirm the report 
about the relatives. 
The plane crashed among oak 
trees between the villages of 
Huera and Pastrana, 22 miles 
from the Torrejon base, which 
is jointly operated by the air 
forces of Spain and the United 
States. 
The Spanish Aviation Minis­ 
try said the plane “lost contact 
with the Torrejon control tower 
•it 10:50 p.m. ... and crashed 
near 
Hueva, 
bursting 
into 
flames on impact.”

A wave of cool Canadian air 
which had been scheduled to 
sweep down from the northwest 
to ease an Indiana hot spell by 
the Labor Day weekend was de­ 
layed en route and may n o t 
reach here until Monday, if 
then. 
An extended outlook issued 
Tuesday night, as the Hoosier 
heat kept up its most intensive 
and longest assault of the sum ­ 
mer season, called for continua­ 
tion 
of 
the 
warm 
weather 
through Friday, followed by a 
cooling trend Saturday and Sun­ 
day 
with 
tem peratures 
(no 
warmer than the 70s and 80s in 
the daytime and 50s and 60s 
at night. 
But the outlook was amended 
not long after dawn today to 
eliminate any mention of a cool­ 
er trend. It said temperatures 
in the 80s and 90s would pre­ 
vail all three days, with lows 
at night in the 60s and 70s. 
A meterorologist at the Indi­ 
anapolis office of the National 
Weather Service said the cooler 
trend was “ postponed.” He said 
the hot, humid air from t h e 
southwest was firmly entrench­ 
ed and “ we now don’t see it 
moving out this weekend.”

Swedish Bank Ordeal Ends; 
Hostage Pleads For Gunmen 


STOCKHOLM (UPI) - Police 
officers who broke into a bank 
vault Tuesday night and freed 
four hostages held for six days 
by two armed convicts, said 
today 
one 
of 
the 
woman 
hostages 
asked them not to 
harm the convicts. 
“After what they had been 
through in that vault, it's hard 
to 
understand the reaction,” 
oeteetive inspector Kurt Krantz 
said. 
Police 
physicians 
said 
the 
other hostages—two women and 
one man—were “apathetic like 
they had undergone a thorough 
brain washing.” 
But Miss Kristin Enmark, 21, 
screamed, 
“ Don’t kill them” 
when the police burst through 
the door. 
She was referring to Jan-Erik 
Olsson, the 32-year-old convict 
who engineered the drama, and 
Clark Olofsson, his 26-year-old 
prison friend who aided him. 
“Never Harmed Us” 
“They 
never 
harmed 
us,” 
Miss Enmark told doctors at 
the 
hospital 
where she 
was 
taken. “ I was more afraid the 
police would do something so 
we would be killed.” 
There 
had 
been 
rumors, 
denied by the police, that the 
women 
hostages 
had 
been 
repeatedly 
raped. 
Miss 
En- 
m ark’s 
statement 
apparently 
refuted this. 
The 
volunteer officers, 
as­ 
signed 
to 
storm 
the 
vault 
at med with sawed off shotguns 
and knives after teargas had 
been injected, had orders to kill 
if 
necessary 
to 
save 
the 
hostages. 
“ But the first we heard was 
one of the girls screaming: 
‘Don’t kill them !”’ one of the 
officers said. 


Strange Reaction 


Other police officials said the 
reaction was strange “consider­ 
ing the rough treatment the 
hostages had been subjected to 
time and again.” 
But 
Dr. 
Jan 
Agrell, 
a 
military psychiatrist, said “ we 
must 
understand 
that 
this 
woman has been under severe 
stress 
for several 
days 
and 
what she says now may not 
reflect the truth or what she 
might feel a few weeks from 
now.” 
The 
hostages 
were 
resting 
today in a Stockholm hospital 
w hile Olsson and Olofsson were 
being questioned by police. 
During 
the 
dramatic 
last 
minutes of the ordeal Olsson 
fired one final burst of bullets 
at police from the 40 by TO foot 
bank vault. Then, tears stream ­ 
ing down his face from the tear 
gas, cried: “ 1 give up. I give 
up." That ended the 131-hour 
ordeal that had the hostages 
pleading for their lives. Olof­ 
sson also surrendered without a 
struggle.

For months this past year, Dr. Atkins’ 
Diet Revolution has led the best seller 
list. This book has been refuted by the 
American Medical Association as a book 
that is based on facts that may lead to 
later health complications, but Dr. At­ 
kins writes well. When you read his book, 
you are convinced. Even the title of the 
book sounds convincing. “The high ca­ 
loric way to stay thin forever”. 
He does not believe that most over­ 
weight is the result of overeating, but of 
the body’s inability to metabolize carbo­ 
hydrates properly. His diet permits you 
to eat such yummy foods as butter, ma­ 
yonnaise, heavy cream, bacon, pastrami, 
steak, lobster, salads dripping with rich 
dressing, desserts, and breads. 
He is a medical doctor, so has been able 
to explain quite convincingly how the 
diet works and why you lose weight. He 
believes that the diet causes your body 
to bum off the extra calories even as you 
eat. He believes there should be no lim­ 
it to the amount of allowable food you 
can eat. 
The American Medical Association says 
that his diet is not new. It has been one 
of the diets available for years. The only 
difficulty is that it is harmful. It was 
originally devised by an English surgeon 
William ‘Harvey in 1863. The principles 
were the same . . . Eat as much protein 
and fat containing foods as you like, 
little carbohydrates, and don’t worry 
about the calories. 
Why are physicians and the AMA con­ 
cerned about this type of diet? Diets high 
in saturated fats and cholesterol elevate 
the cholesterol and increase the risk of 
diseases of the heart and blood vessels. 
Such a diet has been called the ketogen- 
ic diet, and increases the amount of uric 
acid in the blood, which poses a real haz­ 
ard for people with gout. 
You do lose weight at first on the fam­ 
ed Dr. Atkins diet, but it is only a tem­ 
porary loss. Once you get used to the 
diet, your weight levels off and may even 
go back up. 
Being fat is, in itself, a health hazard. 
Diabetes, diseases of the digestive system, 
cerebral hemorrhage, heart disease, etc., 
ate higher among those who carry the 
extra weight.

It has inherent 
dangers, yet is a practice 
followed by every Congressman, 
for his constituency. 
It is not the first attempt to 
control or influence coverage of 
a political administration, nor 
will it be the last. Previous 
Governors have usually limited 
efforts to news releases, and 
attempts to channel all in- 
f o r m a t i o n through news 
bureaus. 
There 
are 
basic 
problems. 
To be of value, the column 
must be timely, fresh, and 
objective. It must cover ground 
not previously reported in depth 
by the press. It is difficult not 
to with-hold information to 
make the Governor’s column 
more than a rehash of reported 
news. Can we, in all fairness, 
expect any individual to be 
critical of his own actions? 
Covering 
government 
and 
political activity is always a 
“cut-throat’’ business at best. 
All politicians and public of­ 
ficials tend to develop favorites 
in the business, giving advance 
tips on pending developments. 
Surprisingly enough, often such 
tips are to those who have been 
highly crtical in the past, an 
attempt to win more favorable 
future coverage. The more 
critical you. become, the more 
information that is channeled 
jour way. 
Working relationship between 
Governor Edgar D. Whitcomb 
and the state house press corps 
was never at its best. Whitcomb 
felt be was not treated fairly, 
and hesitated to hold press 
conferences. When he did, he 
handled ... himself very well, 
fielding 
even 
the 
toughest 
questions and reflecting credit 
upon his administration. He 
went through a. whole array of 
press secretaries, even spending 
months without one. Yet, to 
gain a lengthy interview with 
the Governor, a newsman had 
to only find his schedule of 
appearances. Whitcomb would 
talk at great lengths, answering 
questions openly when con­ 
fronted by the press. 
Early in his adminstration, 
he agreed to a. regular weekly 
telecast over an independent 


.station. .At. the outset, he made 
few personal appearances on 
the program, sending agency 
heads to represent him. Later 
in his administration, he seldom 
missed. 
All reporters were 
welcome to sit in, asking 
questions both before and after 
th e 
taping. 
The 
only 
requirement was to mention the 
station 
and program when 
quoting 
the source of in­ 
i’o r m a t i o n . The program 
b e c a m e Whitcomb’s main, 
regular press conference. The 
edge was taken off the program 
with most pertinent statements 
printed in the press prior to 
telecasting of the program. 
Even here, news men had the 
opportunity to question the 
Governor, not available in a 
controlled column. 
During the campaign, both 
gubernatorial 
candidates 
in­ 
dicated a willingnes to continue 
the television program. Report 
from the Statehouse, aired on 
WTTV, channel 4, every Sunday 
night, remains the best and only 
regular press conference with 
the 
Governor. 
Bowen 
has 
missed few of the programs. 
William Watt, Bowen’s press 
secretary is a competent and 
nullified newsman. A former 
editorial page editor of the 
Indiana Daily Student at In­ 
diana 
University, 
he 
has 
practical work experience as 
night editor of the Associated 
Press wire bureau. He served 
as Public Relations assistant for 
Former Lieutenant Governor 
Richard Folz, and wrote many 
feature articles for Commerce 
and 
Industry,, 
a 
magazine 
published from that office. He 
is in public relations for the 
Indiana National Guard. 
U n d o u b t e d l y , 
Watt’s 
a s s i g n m e n t s will include 
preparation 
of the 
weekly 
column for the Governor. 
Upon leaving office, Governor 
Edgar D. Whitcomb helped in 
preparation of a book to be 
known 
as 
“The 
Whitcomb 
Years.” It was said the book 
would contain admissions of 
e r r o r s 
during 
his 
ad- 
m i n i s t r a t i o n , as well as 
outlining accomplishments. It 
was his attempt to place his 
administration in “true per­ 
spective” after what he con­ 
sidered unfair treatment in the 
press. I will be interested, to 
read the book. It is difficult to 
be objective in self-criticism, 
one of the basic faults with 
controlled news coverage. 
Believe it or not, this is not 
sour grapes. I welcome the good 
doctor to the role as a colum- 
ist. There will always be room 
for objective analysis in a free 
press. At no charge, he will get 
as rich as most of us in the 
game.

Today I'd tike to tell you a bit about 
one of our less familiar but most delicious 
foods, the artichoke. 
A humorist once said that the arti­ 
choke is the only vegetable you have 
more of after you've eaten it than before 
you started. This is because you pull off 
each petal with your fingers, dip it into a 
suitable dressing, nibble on the fleshy 
part at the base, and then throw away 
what's left. 
By the time you've discarded alt the 
petals, you do have a bit of a mess. But 
you have also reached the best part of all, 
the artichoke heart, which has a marvel­ 
ous, delicate, nut-like flavor. This part 
you eat with a fork. 
Artichoke hearts are so popular, In 
fact, that they are available in jars and 
cans all year long, even when artichokes 
are out of season.

All we do know is 
that the artichoke has been around a long 
time. In ancient Rome, it was the costli­ 
est garden product of all. And there was 
even a law forbidding poor people to buy 
artichokes, as though the high price 
wasn't enough to do that. 
Also, arti­ 
chokes have been enjoyed in some pretty 
surprising ways. For example, artichoke 
pie was a delicacy in seventeenth century 
England, and today in Italy you may find 
artichoke soup on a restaurant menu. 
Our annual crqp here in America is 
about seventy-five million pounds, nearly 
all o f . it grown in a tiny corner of 
California where the dampness and fog 
are just right. 
And we even have a 
National Artichoke Week each April. 
Which reminds me, we have National
